The point Is, I'm out $35 and I'm still in tlie 
prgram no matter what. . ' ' 
ihave been forced, through the course ol 
my school career, to write PSAT tests,>SAT . . 
te$ts,.DAT tests, MAT tesband God kiiowsT 
what all other "AT'.' tests. I have always 
scored way below the so-called norm on 



these, yet I have always maintained a first 
class standing In every college and unhrersi* 
ty program I've been In. 

What do these tests prove then? Thay 
prove that some people do well in standar- 
dized tests and others don't. Some people 
remember their Greek mythology, ancient 
history, and high school chemistry and 
others don't. Period. 

_ By the way. Just so yoii people don't think 
I'm one example in a million, most people I 
spoke to who wrote this MAT test In the past 
"flunked" miserably. Yet. they are still 
enrolled in their Masters program. The only 
thing the test did lor them was make them 
feel stupid for a lew. days. I guess ! have 
that to look forward to. 

II such tests are to be used as entrance 
requirements, thtn their results should 
carry some weight. Olherwise paying money 
to write a test that doesn't matter Is a farce.

f,, Somoza installed himself as dictator 
iQf Nicaragua and began oiie of the most 
ï^brutal reigns in Latin American historyi 
The Somoza family used every posa 
,blc means to build up a powerful 
.economic dynasty. He.^maintaîned con- 
tirol through the Nationaf Guards loyal- 
ty to him. The guards quickly earned a 
•reputation for indiscriminate violence 
-and torture. 

In the 19S0s a trade union movement 
. formed aiid opposition groups rallied 
support among the peasants, forming a 
loose popular movement in opposition 
to Soniocisjnoi By the late 1950's, the 
coaiesoed to create the Frente

Sandinista 
(FSLN). 

Anastasio Somoza Garcia was 
'àssàsinatèd in 19S6. His son, Luis 
became head of state with another, son, 



Anastasio Somoza Debayle, assuming 
command of the National Guard. 

The consolidation of agricultural land . 
into fewer and fewer hands forced large- 
scajcinigration qfthe peasantryjnto the 
urban centres. ' The country's industry 
wasn't developed enough to accomodate 
this influx, llie migrants were reduced . 
to perpetual unemployment, more , 
ground for discontent and rebellion 
against the Somoza regime. - 

In December 1972 Nicaragua was 
struck by a devastating earthquake. In- 
ternational relief funds poured into the 
country, only to be appropriated by 
Anastosio Somoza Dabyle (the last of 
tho Somoza dynasty); The National 
Guard began a looting spree through 
Managua at the same.time.- 

Tàe middle class also began to realise 
that Somoza was not working in their in- 
terests. He bought into previously iri- 
dependentÉ séctôr s like banking, iii- 
WùstryîTOrastructionrhc flagrant 
ripping-off of aid funds alienated 
whatever remnants of support Somoza 
had. The business commuiiity began to " 
call for liberal reforms of the govern- 
ment. 

Fighting escalated in the wake of the 
1972 earthquake which was met by an 
increase of government sponsored . 
violence against the opposition. Supr 
plied by the United States and Israel, 
Somoza's National Guard embarked on 
a reign of terror. Thotigh under pressure, 
from Amnesty Interhatidnàl and other 
human rights groups, the Carter ad- 
ministration, in August 1978, approved 
loans to Somoza totaling $150 million 
(US). It was at this .time, that President , 



Carter wrote his famous personal letter 
to Somoza congraiulating ? him on 
human rights improvements ■ in 
Nicaragua. 

In 1979, a. government in exile was 
formed in Costa Rica, with both San- 
dinista and conservative members. They 
pledged to, once in power, implement 
parliamentary pluralism, direct and im- 
mediate elections and a mixed economy. 
In light of. the almost*^ unanimous 
popular support for this coalition, the 
Americans had no choice biit to 
withdraw their support for Somoza. His 
'dictatorship collapsed. - 

.In July 1979, Somoza was forced to 
flee the country. Many of his National 
Guardsmen escaped to Honduras, where 
they became the contras now referred to 
by Ronald Reagan as "freedom 

^fighters." . 

-■' Free Nicaragua was a devastated 
country. With a population ho bigger 

, than that of Montréal, Nicaragua had 
lost 200,000 people in the revolution. 
Somoza had ordered many of the major 
cities bombed and the National Guard 

■had pillaged much of the countryside. 
Factories were flattened, roads were 
wiped out and fertilé~farm land burnt. 

Nicaragua, whose primary resources 
are agricultural, ° emerged from the 
Somoza era with 75 per cent of the land 
in the hand^o^lour per cent of the 
population. «Evwî^' after a tentative' 
redistribution of lands, the middle class 
retains possession of most of the land 
they held prior to the revolution. Rather 
than taking oyer privately owned lands, 
the government has required that they 
turn over part of their profits to help 
fund government programmes. In ef- 
fect, the large and middle-sized land- 



owners partly subsidize the social pro- 
grammes implemented by the San- 
dinistas — basic health care, literacy - 
campaigns and equipment for 
agricultural co-operatives. 

The present system in Nicaragua does 
not favour the individual accumulation 
of wealth. , It is little wonder, the 
' Nicaraguan 'miiddle class is expressing 
discontent with the Sandinista govern- 
ment. 

Within five months of the government 
in exile comiiig to power, the Sandinistas 
had manoeuvered themselves into all key 
positions, marginalizing the moderate 
and liberal factions. On this basis thc^ 
western media and the White House 
began the destabilization of the 
Nicaraguan revolution. : ^ 

The Sandinista révolution in 
Nicaragua turned out to be Just an -. - 
exchange of one set of autocratic 
rulers for another and the people 
stlli. have no freedom,- no 
democratic rights and more pover- 
ty... (Ronald Reagan, April 27, 1983).. 

Five opposition parties have pulled 
out of the elections because they would 
not win the enough seats to change the 
direction of government policy to suit 
their interests. They want a\ liberal ' 
democracy like Canada's. 

So does the North American media. 

In Canada, where the impoverished ^ 
are an isolated segment of the popula- 
tion it is difficult to understand the 
urgency of the Nicaraguan situation. 
'Most Nicaraguans are extremely poor 
while a tiny number are rich. The poor? 
cannot and will not, at least under the . 
Sandinistas, wait for the successes of the 
private sector to tr|ckle down to them.
